.^Ttre x administration revealed this week the students would 
be trled^together except for a few who had requested individual 
hearings, but reiterated that the meeting would be closed -and 
that there were no plans to have the hearings televised. 

Dean CD. Solln, the comniittee's secretary, conceded however 
that several observers would be allowed' to attend if the students 
wished.

Hearings in Fckrlc's case had 
been postponed when his law- 
ers contested the Jurisdiction o/, 
the Senate committee to try him. 

In the original motion fur is- 
suance of the writ of sum- 
mons of evocation, Fckcte's lawy- 
ers argued that the committee 
was "acting without Jurisdiction 
or in excess, thereof. . . " and 
alleged that "the procccdlngi 
before the comniittce are affect- 
ed by gross irregularities and 
there is reason to believe that 
justice will not be done." 

The motion demanded that the 
committee be ordered to "cease 
and desist from any further pro- 
ceedings" against Fcketc and to 
conduct the hearings "in accor- 
dance with the rules of natural 
Justice, in public and before an 
unbiased' tribunal." 

In last Friday's decision, the 
Appeal Court judges agreed with 
Superior Court justice Jean St. 
Germain's refusal last December, 
to issue the writ. 

Mr. Justice St. Germain main- 
tained that the Superior Court 
has the power to remove a case 
only from the jurisdiction of a 
statutory court;' that Js, a court 
created by a federal or provin- 
cial statute. The disciplinary 
committee, he argued, is not 
such a court.

tended that the superintending 
and reforming power of the Su- 
perior Court "does not authorize 
it ... to order institutions which 
have no judicial or quasi-Judicial 
power to conduct their inquiries 
in a quasi-Judicial manner and 
in public." 

Except in the case of "abuse 
of right equivalent to malice or 
to. a denial of Justice," Justice 
Drossard continued, the Superior 
Court docs not have the power 
"to dictate to a university autho- 
rity how it is to conduct itself 
in exercising its rights to assure 
academic order and discipline 
. . . rights as precious to public 
order as freedom of the press 
or information','. ..

An Open Letter 

The following is an open letter to Principal and Vice- 
Chancellor H. Rocke Robcitton from the Chairman of the 
Association at McGtll to End tJie War in Viet Nam. 

Dear SIr» . r 

An article appeared In the Montreal Star on Thursday, 
February 1, In which It was alleged that a company cited 
for manufacturing war materials for use In Vietnam would 
be recruiting on campus this week. In light of the conflict 
concerning the role of the university and corporations direct- 
ly involved in the American war effort, I would like to dis- 
cuss with representatives of the companies and students In- 
terested In employment with them the moral Issues -which 
underlie the actlvity^of these corporatlons/^lhe uniyarslty, end 
the potential employees. It Is germaheh'to' a debate on re- 
cruitment that It occur concurrently with their presence on 
the campus and not sometime after the recruitment has al- 
ready occurred. As you have said. Doctor Robertson, In your 
Interview in Public Address, "I believe students are at univer- 
sity primarily to learn how to think things through . . . This . . . 
Involves the examination of problems, . . . and the study of 
examples." Surely this problem merits an examination of the 
ideals of the industry's representatives. You have also said, 
sir.

York University in Toronto, the 
University, of Alberta In Edmon- 
ton, PEI's St. Dunstan's Univer- 
sity, and others. 

At the University of Waterloo, 
living costs for their student 
village will gn from $890 this 
year to $9G0 next, rising to the 
Western level of 1000 dollars for 
a single room in 1070. 

Pnrndoxlcally, these fee rises 
arc set ont willi nn consullntion 
with students. thouRh no univer- 
sity opcratinf; money is involved 
in residence construction. 

Hcsidcnces come under federal 
and provincial housing finandnf; 
schemes, not education costs, 
and loans are repnycd through 
rents talcpn from students. 

The Canadian Union of Stu- 
dents Is currently on a campaign 
to encourage construction' of 
more co-op résidences on campus 
to .solve the housing crisis. 

Co-ops. get their money the 
same way, but residences built 
on the co-op principle bear little 
resicmblanec to university-ap- 
proved dwellings. 

They arc Invariably built at a 
lower cost, and co-ops at the 
University of Waterloo and else- 
where arc nt least , 15 per cent 
cheaper than university-owned 
and operated residences. 

The reason is lower overhead 
— less frills, no maid service, 
and ancillary services operate 
'With student volunteer help.

• Dean Mordell's speech to the Scarlet 
Key last Thursday evening must be some 
kind of milestone in thè histoiy of McGill 
University. Although it ranged from the 
d^ne (". . . it is the inalienable right of 
faculties and Senate to fix the overall curri- 
culum . . .") to the absurd (". . . professional 
agitators who have flocked to help manipu- 
late student opinions . . ."), the speech v/as 
delivered by too powerful q man to be dis- 
missed with a groan. 

The Dean of Engineering, it appears, 
was trying to put the student where he be- 
longs — which is just about nowhere. "The 
l»|t(^ents.have no right to dictate the pattern 
PofPiPcurfiéùlum,'' he said. "If they don't 
like what is offered in a particular, course in 
a particular university, let them go else- 
where." Which pretty well lays it on the line.

But the bean is. willing to grant us some 
rights — like that of expecting the best 
possible education; attaching the rider, of 
course, that we follow the "normal pattern 
of behaviour" that certain bodies in society 
are bound to enforce. . . 

-In effect Dr. Mordell has^granted us 
the right to the best possible Mucation but 
informs us that we must conform to the 
rules of those who hove "inalienable" rights 
over that education. And what if we see the 
"best education" as something other than 
what they prescribe ? Perhaps the two are 
equivalent, but somewhere wq spot a non 
sequitur. 

The Dean of Engineering, is not the only 
one who has been pontificating on the 
nature of the university of Idte. Only Satur- 
day, Maxwell CoHSnf^ Dearî of Law, wrote 
to the Montreal Star chastising that worthy 
newspaper for misinterpreting earlier state- 



ments by him and claiming s "The really 
serious defect in the editorial, however, is 
its general assumption that McGill Univer- 
sity, the faculty and administration, do not 
understand the new student mood and stu- 
dent demands. This theme, running through- 
out the editorial, is utterly without merit." 

. Perhaps the Dean of Low should have 
a "fireside chat" with Dr. Mordell. For the 
latter's understanding perceives groups of 
oyer-exuberbnt students declaring "war'' on 
the onlverslty.,"ln the name of democracy 
they try to impose their war upon, and inter- 
fere with the education of, very large num- 
bers of students". And they work not alone 
but have outside professional helpers "who 
have supplied expert knowledge of tech- 
niques of protest". One would almost think 
he was in Saigon. 

Dr. Mordell clearly has no intention of 
discussing the "new student mood" beyond , 
making a Declaration of Administrator's 
Rights — which follows logically from his 
basic view of the educational process. For 
the Dean -<^f Engineering still regarcir'educa- 
tion as a privilege and the student as "an 
exceptionally privileged member of society". 
But what if we can make It a concrete right ? 
And then we are' able to clearly articulate 
the kind of education we want ? 

When that is done, and it is not so far 
away, the student and the faculty member 
will run the university in con|onction with, 
and not in subservience to, the Administra- 
tor. Then it will be the Dean who, if he does 
not like a particular course in a particular 
university, can "go elsewhereif. ^ .

With respect "to your editor- 
ial on residences, I am afraid

aggerated the facts. 

1. The situation in residences 
is_hardly pathetic, although 
certain problenu exist. In cont-. 
rast to methods employed in 
campus politics, however, we 
have found that policies of grad- 
ual ciiange and rational app- 
roaches are more successful 
than demands for immediate rc> 
form. Contrary to your editorr 
jùal, the I.R.C. has not been try- 
'ihg for years to get action on 
its complaints. With regard to 
the food, I have been a delegate 



to the I.R.C. for the past* three 
yeara and only once has the 
matter of food ever been 
brought up. This was last April 
when we formulated a food 
survey by which, the ."gelatin 
barrier" of the administration 
was immediately penetrated 
and. the administration was 
more than willing to co-opcratc 
witi) our survey, which is now 
in its final stages of compte- 
tion. I am not trying to imply 
that our meals arc the high- 
light of our day. Admittedly, 
the food could do with some 
improvement, What is incorrect 
is to portray this situation as 
a struggle of the I.R.C. against 
the administration. 

In general, I might add the 
administration has been recept- 
ive to our complaints and it is 
the exception rather than tlic 
rule that I.R.C. and adminis- 
tration do not CO operate.

3. In your discussion of inno- 
vations for the proposed new 
men's residence, your account 
is actually a partial one. First, 
any recommendations would be 
necessarily hindered by the 
Quebec Government's restrict- 
ions imposed on the construct- 
.ion of university rcsideoces — 
a purely financial considera- 
tion. Secondly, and again I 
speak for Douglas Hall, several 
suggestions have been received 
by mo for a new residence and 
I have passed them on to the 
administration who received 
them warmly and promised 
their consideration. 

It would be naive of me to 
say that there are no problems 
in the men's rcsideiicesi^Those 
which exist, however, have 
been recognized and are being 
dealt with by residents and ad- 
ministration as well. The sup- 
port of Students' Council 
would be a nice thing to have, 
but we have survived quite 
adequately for a goodly time 
without it and there is certain- 
ly no immediate need for Coun- 
cil to relieve our headaches. It 
seems to be having a difficult 
lime with its own troubles.

UGEQ report on CEGEP's 

Follov/ing the recommendations of the Parent Report on 
Education, the Quebec government has proceeded to reor- 
ganize and implement pj-e-university education in the form 
of CEGEP's (collèges d'enseignement général et professionel).. 

Under the old system, there 
was a great deal of confusion 
resulting from the transition 
.between the high school and 
university levels. In the French 
system especially, the melange 
of diplomas from high schools, 
classical colleges and teachers' 
college^produced.an iU'rdcflncd 
and Ûghiî^um^ sys* 
tern of J'selecUbh for university 
applicants. ' 

The Parent Report concluded 
that the transitional stage 6r 
"grey zone" had to be rectified 
for the following reasons:

The above Is an excerpt from a letter In- 
troducing the High School Visiting- Program, 
which high school principals all over the island 
of Montreal found In their morning mall last 
week. 

The HSVP, chaired by Dick Pomerantz a-'d 
Rick Levy, is a subdivision of Pre-U; ivcp ty Af- 
fairs^ headed by Dave Baxl, which is " turn 
a subdivision of External Affairs. HSVr makes 
three basic assumptions : that high school stu- 
dents want to know what \Vs all about, that they 
want to plan ahead, and that they regard as 
valuable the advice of those who have gone 
before. 

It is the job of the chairmen to establish 
relations with the high school principals, and 
to arrange dates Jor the speakers to come. While 
the chairmen have informed the principals of 



the general content of the program, llic presen- 
tation and most of the content are left to the 
judgment of - the individual speakers. McGIll 
speakers usually like to make a trlu"mphant. ^ft a 
turn to their old high schools, and - that IsTmost* 
always where they speak. 

At the first organizational meeting on Jan- 
uary 25, some prospective speakers emphasized 
tliat there would'^ be two different types of stu- 
dent^ to approach: those who already Intended 
to go to university but were In the dark, and 
those who were completely unmotivated. No one 
message can reach both types. Further meet- 
ings have been arranged to discuss this and 
other problems. . 

The composition of the audience ~varics. ac-

Many problems still to be 
ironed out 

The result of interaction be- 
tween the Department of. Ed- 
ucation and certain pressure 
groups including UGEQ has 
helped clarify and eliminate a 
number of these problems. But 
UGEQ is still worried about 
certain important aspects of 
Bill 21: the extent of 'control 
the universities will have over 
the CEGEP's as far as curricul- 
um is. concerned; and the 



slowness with which the CEG-' 
EP's are being Implemented, 
as a result of the unwillingness 
of certain private Institutions to 
become grouped together. 

In the first case, the unlvcr- 
slllcs still have the right to de- 
termine entrance qualifications. 
In the second, the Department 
of Education seems to have 
had a change of heart vIs-a-vis 
- private Institutions — Bill -30 
is effective in increasing their 
grants by a substantial amount 
which is just another way of 
guaranteeing their survival. 
UGEQ claims that the integra- 
tion of the pre-unlversity sys- 
tem can never he acconiplished 
unless the CEGEP's 'be~;'inade 
public (I.e. under governmental 
supervision). . , 



Student rep defends 
open recruiting decision

On Friday, January 26, the Senate Placement Com* 
miltee held its first press conference, in which they ^.an- 
nounced their stand on campus recruiting, favouring 
non-ditcrlminalory Invitation. Dick Pomeranti Is one of 
the three student members of this cemmlHee. Here he 
tells the Daily why he voted for the decision. 

Q : in the press eonfertnce on January 26, you said : "Dut to- 
psychologlcal pressure ... we began to wondtr if ws 
were wrong in our dtcislon." Dots this maan that if you 
had to vote again you would vote dlfftrently 7" 

A : Not at oil. This statement was just my way of saying that 
there arc no clear-cut solutions to the problems of campus 
recruiting. Since this is true no matter which side we 
take, there is that clement of doubt that we could be very 
much in Ihe wrong. The issue is clouded with doubt. Of 
the two doubtful arguments I felt then and I still do now ' 
that I chose .the one that was far more convincing.

A: I don't know, but if one was taken, I would then feel 
ol>ligatcd to put- forward tlic opinion as expressed in the 
^ poll, wlicthcr this- opinion^ was my own or not. 
Q1 It It not impott]ble 'te;stand forcefully for a conviction 

which is not your own ?: ;• • 
A : No. Tiial is not true at all. There is an analogy in law. 
■■ If a lawyer is a.skrd by court to defend a client whose' In- 
nncrncc is doubtful, lie must ncvcrllielcss plead the client's 
11 eaiie with all his abllily.- ' 
5 Q: Do you «xpcct any dimontlralions ? 

A : As outlined in our report, wc can anticipate demonstra- 
tions by.'thosc dissenting with our policy. I hope that the 
demonstrators will not do something as emotionally mo- 
tivated as, blocking doorways, trapping people etc. This 
will only damage their cause. 
Q : How do you perionally feel about Iht war in Viil Nam 7 
A: I think that whether the war is supposedly illegal or not, 
. the Americans arc committed and should stand by their 
commitment. American soldiers arc fighting for the cause 
of all Americans. As far as Canadian involvement goes, 
1 lliink that Canadian students should be more concerned 
with the prohloins of Quebec and Canada and less involved 
with Vict Nam dLssent. 

That doesn't mean to ignoré the war; it means we can 
fin a lot more good concentrating more time on our own 
paranoia and less time on American paranoia.
